Edmonton, Alberta, October 
—Alberta this week is speed¬ 
ing- to its crisis, with peace, or¬ 
der and good government in 
the balaiue and the future of 
this province and the welfare 
of the people at stake. 

The crisis and the clinmx 
induced by the machinations of 
the Aberhart government and 
the so-called “soeinl credit” 
ideas of the Douglas-Powell- 
Aberhart triumvirate of dictat¬ 
orship are near at hand. 

Events of the past few’ days 
in Edmonton, rising out of the 
legislature session, have creat¬ 
ed the situation. 

They have shown that if 
there really were such a thing 
as “‘Social Credit’’ its promot¬ 
ers knew that the only way 
“Social Credit’’ could ever lie 
established anywhere in the 
world would be only by com¬ 
plete, relentless dictatorship 
and the smothering of indivdual 
rights. 

The session itself made it 
evident to neutral observers 
that the one great desire of 
William Aberhart is to stay in 
power personally. Throwing his 
personal and official dignity to 
the winds, he and his Social 
Credit caucus deeded to repeal 
absolutely the Recall act for 
just one reason: to save the 
premier from being repudiated 
and ousted from the legislature 
by his own constituents. 

There was little effort at. 
pretence, there were claims of 
course, that it was being done 
for the public good and that 
the recall petition which was 
baig signed by thousands of 
the premier’s constituents in 
the Okotoks-IIigh River riding 
was being signed unfairly. 
There was even last-minute sug 
gestions from the Social Credit 
side Mat the 2,600 persons who 
have moved into Turner Valley 
oil field during the past two 
years—and pointe‘1 to during all 
that time by the premier as a 
demonstration of the great ad¬ 
vance which the oil industry was 
making under hi s administrat¬ 
ion—were brought into that 
riding for the puipose of help¬ 
ing to oust the premier when 
the time came. 

A claim by Social Credit 
members that oil operators were 
forcing their employees to sign 
the recall petition was made by 
government members of the 
house. And although the recall 
act said unequivocally that any 
coercion would be a criminal 
offence and could be prosecuted 
none of the members urged or 
took any steps to attempt to 
substantiate the claim hat any 
pressure was being brought t > 
bear to have the petition . igne.l. 

When the recall petition was 
started by residents of th:> 
Okotks-HighRiiver riding there 
really wag no expectation that 
enough signatures could he ob¬ 
tained to meet the requirement 
necessary to upseat the prem¬ 
ier. Under the. ret, that would 
have meant sixty-six and two- 
thirds per cent cf the total nu¬ 
mber of electors o n the rolls rl 
the 1936 election. 

The idea of the nponnovs 
when the petition waa sin vied 
was that it would show simply 
that Aberhart’s claim of 100 
per cent support was untrue; 
it was expected that pos ■ h|, 
one-third of the poop'e in the 
riding, instead of the two-thirds 
equired by the act, would sign 
the petition. 

But the result was fan diff¬ 
erent. In the first two days 
$fter the pettion was put up 
more than 2,000 poisons signc.l 
it. Speaking from Cal gar/ r. 
week ago Sunday, Mr Ahm-hari 
implied a warning and a threat 


against people who signed; and 
tile name ot signatory would 
he known to the government. 

Again the result was not ns 
expected, for in the following 
days more thousands of names 
were added and there was still 
a month to go. Panic-stricken, 
the caucus at Edmonton broi 
girt in an amendment to the ac: 
so as to require that instead of 
two-thirds ol the total elector 
ate, two-thdrds of the actual 
persons who voted at the last 
general election must sign the 
petition. That would have ruled 
out all the |>eople who mo/cd 
nto the riding in the past tw< 
years and, because of the deatl 
or removal of many person: 
who had voted there two year 
ago, would have practical! 
guaranteed that the premiei 
would lie saved from the wi 
of the people. 

And it was significant that 
that amendment was given ti 
the house just after Charles 
(ockroft former provincia 
treasurer and still a member o' 
the Social Credit side, against 
whom the premier once suggest 
ed recall proceedings in Stettle 
riding, had urged that the re 
quired number of signatures or 
any recall petition he reduced 
from two-thirds to one-tenth of 
the total electorate, but tha< 
decreased requirement shouk 
not he effective until tile pet 
ition then circulating in the 
premier’s riding had been com 
pleted 

Mr. Cockroft’s amendment w;r 
a direct challenge to the prem 
Jer and to the government; he 
was daring the government tr 
try to get even cne-tenth o< 
the people in his riding to sigi 
a petition for his recall on thr 
basis of his condemnation o< 
the premier. And the Socia> 
Credit members refused to ac¬ 
cept the challenge. 

But the next day the reports 
to the government from Okot- 
oks-IIigh River showed that the 
flood of signatures to the pet¬ 
ition to icust the premier was 
mounting steadly. It began to 
appear that even the suggested 
amendment could not save him 
from the condemnation of his 
o\\ n constituents. 

So, in terror the caucus de¬ 
cided to repeal the act altogeth 
V- effective from the date of 
.’.s passage 18 months ago. It 
was the only way by which he 
could stay in the job which 
l ays him $10,(.00 a year. Mr 
Aberhart himself, knowing well 
that it his followers would op¬ 
pose did register lTs lone vote 
m the house for a suggestion 
that the rejieal of the act be 
not made effective until after 
the Okotoks-RJigh River petit¬ 
ion had been completed. And 
although vot’ng for that sugg¬ 
estion from the opposition, the 
premier was not disappointed in 
I "is expectation that his Social 
Credit supporters would vote 
i t down. They did. 

Thus ends the Recall act, 
which was one of the pre-elect 
on promises of the Social Credit 
Party and sa presumably was 
included in the well-known man 
dnte of the people—along with 
the $25 tier month which can¬ 
not be repealed because it has 
novel been enacted.

WARN DRIVERS OF 
DEADLY GAS 

Alberta motorists are being 
.vnrned of the dangers of car- 
,on monoxide, with the ap- 
iroach of colder weather. 

Last season there were a sur- 
)ri3ing number oi deaths in 
'his province, due to carbon 
lonoxide gas poisoning. 

The toll can be cut down if 
lue care is taken. This is a men- 
>nce which should be given the 
:lose attention of all car driv¬ 
ers. 

This motoring peril is some- 
hing that, should be given wide 
ipread publicity. Insurance com 
sanies, motor vehicle bureaus 
health bureaus, automoble clubs 
tnd ether organizations are 
minding the warning of mon- 
>xide poisoning.i 

One feature to which special 
ittention is being drawn is the 
lumber of deaths from carlson 
monoxide in private garages, 
icccrding to officials of the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association. 

During recent years there 
has been a steady increase in 
the number of private garages, 
•vith the trend to install steam 
heating. I n many cases results 
have been fatal. 

As is customary with many 
motorists, they enter the gar¬ 
age, windows closed and well 
heated, warm up the engine and 
the carbon monoxide pours out 
if tlie exhaust pipe. While the 
motorist’s idea is to keep warm 
himself and have It's machine 
all ready to go when the door 
is opened the deadly carbon 
monoxide is forgotten and it is 
tasteless, odorless and invisible. 

It lias also been revealed that 
the deadly gas will make its 
way into the interior of cars on 
the road and endanger oc¬ 
cupants by its effects cn driv¬ 
ers. 

To combat this peril, motor¬ 
ists are urged to make sure a 
window of the car is always 
open and to keep the motor in 
accurate adjustment so that a 
minimum of harmful gas will 
he generated.

WEEKLY LETTER 

LEVELLING OF LAND FOR 
IRRIGATION 

Farmers in many parts of 
the prairies, who have installed 
dams anad expect to store 
Wftfier for irrigating small areas 
/is well as those settling on large 
irrigation projects will be plan¬ 
ning to prepare tlipii land loi 
next season’s irrigation. Some 
of the land to be irrigated may 
be quite rough ami requires 
levelling before water tan he 
satisfactorily spread over it. 
Where any decided knolls must 
lie taken off, the fresno semper 
j.i likely to lie the best imple¬ 
ment to use. It is often possible 
to reduce the amount that must 
be scraped off from a knoll to 
get water over it by using the 
dirt removed to fill in between 
the knoll and the irrigation 
ditch no that the water can bo 
diawn over intervening swale# 
onto the knoll. 

Some times the most de¬ 
ni rable way to cover a knoll is 
to build a levee from the main 
ditch across to the knoll and 
carry a ditch on this levee. In 
building levees, or filling in de¬ 
pressions by scraping care 
should be taken not to cut off 
drainage channels and cause 
ponds to be created as ibis will 
result in the crop 1 eing drown¬ 
ed out in such spots whe n the 
irrigation water is put on the 
field. It must Le borne in mind 
that it is necessary to get the 
water off lie land a6 we’l as on 
on it when irrigating. 

Where only small irregular- 
ties are present, cat' fadoi y 
levelling may be accomplished 
with a float leveller made with 
two-inch planks. This imple- 
rnentis also needed : fte, level¬ 
ling with ia scraper to remove 
small irregularities. Plans of 
such a leveller may he secure l 
by writing the Dominic n Ex- 
permcntal Station, Lethbridge 
Alberta. 

If a large acreage of h ml is 
1o he levelled and the amount 
of soil to ho moved from any 
one spot is not oxttomely great 
some of the scra .er type of 
levellers that have 1 e; n devised 
for land levelling, and are now 
on the market, are quite desir¬ 


able. 

The late fall season after 
the crops are harvested, is a 
good time to level the land, es¬ 
pecially if the soil is dry, then 
the land i s ready for putting in 
file crops early in the spring. 
One disadvantage in fall level¬ 
ling' pulverizer, the roil and 
therefore encourages soil drift¬ 
ing. For this tea'.on it is very 
necessary to either plough the 
land after levelling or at least 
to roughen it with a cultivation, 
or if i.oce saarv, to protect it by 
listing. This is very important 
as drifting winds may pile the 
soil in ridges and make it rough 
or than it was before the level¬ 
ling was done. 

The irrigation farmer will 
find, if lie has time available, 
that levelling his irrigated 
land is a permanent improve¬ 
ment and in most instances is a 
profitable and nece: sary under- 
faking.

Investigations conducted by 
the Division of Botany have re¬ 
vealed that the wastage of stor 
ed potatoes can usually be trac 
od to bad practices during digg 
ing and storing operations. Pot¬ 
atoes intended for storage 
should be dug only when they 
are fully mature. To reduce 
mechanical injuries, the digger 
should run at a moderate speed, 
with the point deep enough so 
that a sufficient layer of soil 
moves over the elevator to act 
as a cushion. With certain 
types of diggers the shaker 
bars should be wrapped with 
pieces of rubber hose. Freshly 
dug tubers should l e left for 
an hour or more on the surface 
of the ground to promote the 
drying and loosening of adher¬ 
ing soil. Pickers should he inst- 
i ucted to leave tubers showing 
any decay in the field and 
warned against pitching potat¬ 
oes into hyiskets or emptying 
briskets into barrels from any 
considerable height. Every care 
should he used to avoid bruis¬ 
ing in loading the product in 
the field and in unloading at 
the warehouse or cellar. The 
utmost care should Le taken in 
the storage building to avoid 
lough handling of crates, barr¬ 
els or hags and under no con¬ 
dition should walking on the 
piled tubers be allowed. If time 
alows and if the machinery is 
available, it is a good practice 
to run the potatoes over the 
grader and to remove anv 
blemished tubers prior to fill¬ 
ing the bins. 

Before use the warehouse 
or storage cellar should ho (.hor 
oughly cleaned and sprayed 
with a dotation of 1 pounds of 
capper sulphate in 40 guilons 
of water. During the first few 
weeks of storage the store¬ 
house should he well ventilated 
jn order to carry off the moist 
lire from the sweating tubers.

The Facts About Banking in Canada 

Reproduced from the Fourth Broadcast in a Series by Vernon Knowles for the Chartered Banks of Canada and Delivered Over a Province-Wide Network 
of Alberta Stations on Tuesday Evening, September 28th, from 8:30 to 8.45, and Wednesday, September 29th, from 12:00 noon to 12:15. 

Loans Made to 57,634 Albertans This Year-Sixty Per Cent to Individuals-How a Bank is Formed .... Shareholders Face "Double 

Liability".,.. Banks Regulated by Canadian People Through Parliament-Deals With Bank Sc vices .... 49,000 Shareholders Own 

Canada's Chartered Banks ... No Concentration of Power ... Tells About Alberta's Ba:.k Depositors and Shareholders. 


T^HIS year, between the first day of January 
* and the last day of August. Canada’s 
Chartered Banks have made loans to no fewer 
than 67,634 Alberta customers. Who got 
those loans? 20.502 of them went direct to 
farmers and ranchers. Other individuals 
obtained 13,050 loans. 1,701 home-owners 
got Home Improvement Loans—so that Can* 
ada's Chartered Banks this year have ex* 
tended new loans to 35,253 Individuals — 
farmers, ranchers, homeowners and other 
private borrowers. Commercial loans num* 
bering 13,026 have been made to other than 
Individuals in the same period; municipali¬ 
ties and school districts also obtained many 
new loans. 

Out of 57,6:14 new loans made this year in 
Alberta, more than 60 per cent of them went 
to individuals Don't let anyone tell you 
we’ve stopped lending in Alberta. 

Now. I return to the question, "What Is 
a bank?” As l said in an earlier broadcast: 
"Above all things a Lank 13 a place where 
you or your children ran deposit money with 
absoluts assurance that any time you demand 
It you can get it ba it In full, intact and with 
Interest.” 

A Lank is forme J Ly a group of respon¬ 
sible people who believe that they rail offer 
a service which a community needs ami is 
willing to pay for, at a rate which will yield 
a reasonable pro.il. These are the motives 
cf any business. 

Those desiring to form the hauls name fi.e 
Provisional Direr tors. v. ho then must peti¬ 
tion the Dominion Parliament far an A t of 
Inco.'porath n The Bank A t demands that 
the Provisional Di.ertms must themselves 
be subscribers to eliares in the Lank. The 
Dank Act is a Douiluh n law —without such 
law the Lus!ii 23> of accepting the people's 
deposits and making loans would Le wholly 
without safeguard. 

After Parliament Las a tel. tl.e Provis¬ 
ional Directors cro authorized to invite 
public subscript!! ns for the tcaies. Before 
any person buys r.ny shr.ro the statute re¬ 
quires that there Le placed before him. in 
largs typo, Section 125 of the Bank Act, 
which informs him that if the Imnk heroines 
insolvent, the shareholder will L.* liable to 
pay once more an amount e qiutl to the par 
value of hia shares. This is what is known 
i.s "double l ability." Bill e Le Bank of 
( ..nada was cptneJ the double liability has 
Lecn slightly modified and, is this central 
bank under Government control, assumes 
more and more the right of note issue, the 
double liability of chartered LauU share¬ 
holders will Lo further adjusted. 

You will see that the law puts a serious 
responsibility upon the shareholders and de¬ 
liberately forces it upon his attention, in 
order that those who are going to handle 
ether people's money must realize their res¬ 
ponsibility to the full. The people are thus 
safeguarded against fly-by-night promoters. 

When Half a Million Dollars worth of 
stock In the new bank has been subscribed 
and hal.’of tha* amount paid up. tills $230,000 
must Le placed in the hands of the MiiPster 
of Finance. When the Minister is satisfied 
i..at the public interest is safeguarded, he 
returns the $250,000 to tlie bank and issues 
a certificate permitting the bank to open for 
business. The Bank Act then becomes Its 
charter. Any idea that this hank has to put 
money into Government Bonds to obtain 
currency is wholly without foundation. 

Canada's Chartered Dunks do not enjoy a 
monopoly of tlio right to print money. They 
never did enjoy any such monopoly. Vou 
often hear it said that Canada’s Chartered 
Banks alone can "make money” and that 
we can print our own notes uud circulate 
them in unlimited amounts—such statements 
are absolutely false. Up to 1381 each Chart* 
cred Bank had the right to issue notes-not 
In unlimited amounts—but only up to tl;j 
amount of the capital actually paid up. 
There were two exceptions to this rule the 
first was that we were permitted to muLe a 


fifteen per cent Increase In note Issue, for a 
limited period only, for crop moving pur¬ 
poses. The second exception was that over 
our pal 1-up capital we could issue dollar for 
dollar against gold or Dominion notes, de¬ 
posited in the central gold reserves. These 
exceptions are no longer In force. 

With the Bank of Canada established, and 
controlled by the Dominion Government, we 
can n .v issue our own notes only up to 
ninety per cent of the amount of our paid up 
capital. Every year there Is to be a further 
reduction. The Bank of Canada issues notes 
and as the note issue right of the Chartered 
Banks ts progressively cut down the Bunk 
of Canada's note issue will take Its place. 
In oth r words, the right to issue our own 
notes Is being steadily taken from us and 
vested In the Bank of Canada, which, I would 
renT.il t you, Is the Government’s central 
Lank, not a chartered hank. 

I pointed out, In an earlier broadcast, 
that u i business is subject to such complete 
control and such Parliamentary scrutiny as 
ara tl a Chartered Batiks. Can you name 
anotlie. 1 business in Canada in which every 
company charter automatically expires at 
cne tin e and can only be renewed after 
Parliamentary investigation? 

Although the Bank Act can be amended at 
any time by Parliament every ten years bank 
(barters expire and the Act is thrown open 
for what U knov. n as the "decennial re¬ 
vision" — which is a most sweeping amt 
s.arching inquiry, c inducted by the Hanking 
t ill Commerce Con mittee of the Hou*e of 
Commons. Mr. Norman Jaques, Ml', far 
V.’etaskiwin; Mr. J. C. Banderyou, M l', for 
Calgary East, and Mr. Victor Qiielch, M.P. 
tor Acadia, are the Alberta Members of tha 
Banking and Commerce Commutes. It U 
a large Committee with every Province and 
every political party represented, so you see 
that the people do not lack in any sense, for 
tie most penetrating examination of the 
business of banking. Who regulates the 
banks? None other than the Canadian people, 
through their elected representatives. 

Iuto the Bank Act, by reason of the work 
of the Committee from year to year, have 
Leen built all of the safeguards arising trom 
the lessons of the past. 

Now I would like to deal with the services 
that a hank performs. These are many and 
varied. The bank accepts and safeguards 
your deposits and extends the credit bused 
upon them to responsible people. 

Alberta folk will easily follow the Illus¬ 
tration of bank credit I'm now going to 
give you. This is harvest-time and in the 
fortunate parts of the Province the fanner 
is starting to haul his grain to the elevator. 
When he delivers his wagon load there, he 
gats a grain ticket. 

He takes the ticket into the bank and the 
bank gives him cash for it. 

What does the bank do with the grain 
ticket thent 

At the end of the day the bank lists separ¬ 
ately all ot the grain tickets issued by each 
elevator company. It sends them to Calgary 
cr Winnipeg, to be collected from the Head 
Office of the Elevator Company which issued 
the tickets. 

How does the Elevator Company redeem 
the tickets? During the movement of a 
heavy crop, such a company is not likely to 
have sufficient funds of its own to purchase 
all of the grain handled from day to day. 

So the bank advances the sum required 
against the security of the grain, until the 
buyer in Liverpool pays for it. The bank 
collects from him. The proceeds go to the 
grain company which pays off the money the 
bank advanced. 

What happens is this: 

The farmer gets his cash on delivery ot 
the grain to the elevator, without any wait¬ 
ing. And the bank provides credit from that 
moment on, until the grain is paid fur, prob¬ 
ably months later. 


Let me point out that the "tickets” were 
anchored to something—in this r ise they 
were anchored to the finest form of real 
wealth—new wealth—grain, newly produced 
from the soil. You know no shi.i can be 
anchored safely unless the anchor is firmly 
embedded In something. 

We extend bank credit to people who can, 
with some certainty, be expected to repay. 
We can only lend to responsible i jople be¬ 
cause we ourselves are responsible to the 
depositors. 

The bunks provide the machinery for 
carrying out dozens of widely-va: .ed, day- 
to-day transactions; simplifying business 
and facilitating the exchange of g ods and 
services. The bank provides a pla< j for you 
to leave In safe custody valuable d icumeuts 
or other papers; your title deeds; your life 
and fire insurance policies; valua'.les such 
as Jewelery; and stocks and bonds. The bank 
collects your commercial bills, either at homo 
or abroad. It transfers money from one part 
of the country to another, as you may re¬ 
quire; and It takes care of shipment and 
safeguarding of securities. These are only 
examples of the services a Cliartc jd Bank 
performs. 

No doubt many of our listeners I uve been 
told that banks simply swap chequ. t. There 
teems to be an idea that there is never any 
settlement between banks Hero lj another 
homely illustration: Tom Hmlth, In Calgary, 
runs a cloth ins storo and Jim McGr. ;or goes 
In to buy a suit of clothes. He g \ea iom 
Smith his cheque for. say $27.50 The cheque 
is drawn cn Jim’s bank—let's call it Bank 
A On the other hand Tom does business 
with Bank B so Tom deposits Jim's cheque 
in Bank B and immediately gets e. edit for 
the face amount. 

But then what happens? Does Bank B 
simply send the cheque to Bank A, and 
dce3 Bank A simply cancel that cheque and 
destroy it, after deducting the $27 50 from 
Jim’s account? 

No—what does happen is this—Before Jim 
McGregor’s cheque gets back to Jim's bank 
ft has to ga through tl.e Clearing House. 
The Clearing Houss is part of a national 
system, under which settlements are elTc tei 
through the Bank of Canada. Daily each 
bank gathers together and totals the cheques 
deposited with it which aro drawn upon each 
cf the other banks Every morning these aro 
taken to tho Clearing House. Where tt Is 
found that cue bank has a balance due to 
it from any other bank, the difference Is 
settled dally, through the Bank of Canada, 
by the payment of rash—not chartered bunk 
Mils—cash. This ultimate settlement through 
the Clearing House system Is altogether ig¬ 
nored, or is too little uuderslod, by many 
of those who criticize the Banks. 

It is not difficult to understand when re¬ 
duced to its simplest terms. We point out 
to you that. If Jim McGregor’s cheque was 
the only cheque issued that day, Jim's Bank. 
Dank A, would have had to pay to Tom's 
Dank, Bunk B, the sum of $27.50 in cash — 
bills of the Bank of Canada. 

Every balance between banks Is ultimately 
settled in cash. 

Now who owns the banks? There are more 
than 49,000 shareholders in Canada's Chart¬ 
ered Bunks, more than 500 of them in Alberta. 
Most of the shareholdings are small —the 
average is less than 30 shares. Many of the 
shareholders are women to whom bank 
shares have been wilted or Trustees who hold 
the shares for Estates of persons who have 
tiled. Many others are Individuals who, after 
a lifetime of toil have sold their farms, or 
other holdings, and invested their money in 
bank shares as a source of iucome. These 
are examples to show the kind of people who 
own Canada’s Banks. These are the people 
who are accused of being a part of the fabled 
"International lllng.” They aro mostly Can¬ 
adians, your fellow-citizens, and most of tho 
busiuess that la done by their baukg is Can¬ 


adian business. Some of you may have been 
given a word-picture of a small group of 
men, owning all the banks, sitting around a 
table and conspiring daily to use all of 
everybody else’s money for their own profit 
Let us examine It—There Is no concentration 
of power in the hands of any small group. 
The shareholders annually elect, of their own 
free choice, 167 Directors of known and 
proven business ability. Their work Is to 
safeguard the Interests of the shareholders, 
note-holders and depositors, in co-operation 
with the salaried executives—every one of 
whom started out as a Junior in some small 
branch. These Directors own less than four 
per cent of the shares issued. 

Banks each month have to report to the 
Government sworn particulars of the loans 
made to Bank Directors and to firms in which 
they are partners and loans for which they 
are guarantors. The most recent return 
shows that these advances are only a 108th 
part of the total bank loans. 

No Director of a bank may vote, nor may 
he even he present at a meeting of the 
Board, when loans to himself, or any busi¬ 
ness concern in which he is a partner or 
director, are under consideration. 

About 40% of Canada’s people have sav¬ 
ings deposits. Applying the same percentage 
to the population of Alberta It would appear 
that roughly 240,000 Albertans are savings 
depositors. A bank deposit is a loan to the 
bank. It Is a debt owing by the bank. If 
there is a tyranny In lending are the banks 
tyrannized by the depositors? When a friend 
borrows from another is the lender a tyrant? 
We leave the answer to our listeners. 

Parliament in its wisdom, Acting upon 
recommendations of tho Banking and Com¬ 
merce Committee from time to time, has 
legislated to prevent the banks from doing 
certain things. 

A bank may not lend money on mortgages 
tor loans must be of short term and quickly 
realizable. A bank is forbidden to engage In 
trade. It cannot buy. or lend, against its 
own shares or those of any other bank. 

There are provisions that restrict a bank 
In lending to any Director. It cannot let 
*.ts name appear on certain prospectuses. It 
cannot let its staff represent Insurance com¬ 
panies and there are heavy penalties laid 
down for violation of these and other pro¬ 
visions of the Bank Act. 

Canada’s Chartered Banks are not your 
masters; they are not tyrannical; they 
are your servants — The Canadian People, 
through their Parliament, have so legislated 
gs to keep them that way. 

Just before my time Is up, I would Ilka 
to say that I have before me a poster which 
an organization in Edmonton is sending out 
over the Province. It says, "Tax the Banks 
— it Costs Them Nothing.” 

The poster to which I have referred pre¬ 
sumes to quote from the Encyclopaedia Brit- 
anuioa, but 1 assure you that the extracts 
are divorced from their context and are so 
used as to convey a meaning exactly opposite 
from tho meaning intended by the author, 
Mr. R. G. Hawtrey, an officer of the British 
Treasury. 

You all know that when you pay taxes It 
costs you something. A bank is no different, 
In that respect, from any of you. Would your 
own municipality say that when the bank 
pay3 its taxes, the municipality gets noth¬ 
ing? However, we do not plan to waste 
time on absurdities, hut let me say Just this: 
That we showed you last week, that 180 
bank branches in Alberta were operated at 
a loss in 1935, and that new and added 
taxes had since been Imposed. 

We showed you the alternative — either 
pass the added charges on to our customers, 
or close branches to the point where ends 
can be made to meet. If it costs us nothing 
to pay taxes, we would have no such alter¬ 
native to worry about.

JUNIOR WHEAT CLUBS 

The maintenance of quality in 
wheat production in Alberta is 
a matter of vital importance to 
the province. Probably the most 
successful plan yet devised to 
encourage the use of good seed 
is the development of the Jun¬ 
ior Wheat Clubs. This under¬ 
taking i a carried on under the 
supervision and direction of the 
Field Crops Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Edmonton, to¬ 
gether with the Allierta Wheat 
Pool in co-operation with the 
Dominion Government's Nation¬ 
al Council on Boy’s and Girl's 
Club work. 

The boys engaged in this 
Junior Wheat Club work are at 
the age when impressions sink 
deeply. They are boirg imp:css 
ed with the value of good seed 
in a very practical way. The 
lessons should stay with them 
during their lives. This year 
some 800 boys have participated 
in this work 

The boys produce the seed 
themselves, and, being scatter¬ 
ed the length and breadth of 
the arable section of the prov¬ 
ince, a considerable volume of 
excellent seed is provided over 
an extensive area each year. In 
addition .adult farmers become 
interests and in most districts 
where clubs operate the gen¬ 
eral tendency is for an increas¬ 
ingly higher standard of seed
